y H E characteristic 
life of Aus- 
tralia is to be seen only in the 
*'bush." 
In this indeliuite lo- 
cality, whoso name suprfrcsts to 
ithe uninitiated an expanse of dense and 
tangled forest, 
the native 
Australian 
tecognizcs practically everything that lies 
• outside the cities. 
The "cockatoo" far- 
mer, who has cleared a modest planta- 
tion in the midst of the woods of eu- 
• calyptus and wattle, and surrounded his 
demesne with 
a *'cockatoo" fence of 
logs, (I have sought in vain to discover 
the pertinence of the name that is at- 
tached both to the man and hia work ;) 
the woodman, who hows the iron-like 
wood of the blue gum into timber for 
house frames, harbor piles and railway 
ties; 
the gold miner, who rocks his 
cradle in the 
hollows of 
suu-smitteu 
creeks; the squatter, who grazes sheep, 
like the sauds of the seashore for multi- 
tude, over vast plains where for miles 
not a tree is to be seen—all these are 
brought together in the broad classifica- 
tion of dwellers in the "bush." 


Old residents rarely speak of the coun- 
try, but always of the **bu3h;" to the 
districts more remote from the cities the 
term ''back blocks" is applied,' the word 
»'block" reierring to the holdings which 
have been purchased from the 
Govern- 
ment, aed are generally laid out ia rec- 
tangular form, Australians have a strange 
nomenclature of thoir own, which much 
confuses the *'new chum" (synonymous 
with the "tenderfoot" of the American 
Northwest). 
In 
certain 
districts 
the 
jargon 
of shepherds, 
woodmen, 
and 
shearers is as incomprehensible to those 
unlearned in strange tongues as Choc- 
taw. 


The shearers represent one of the most 
characteristic communities to bo found 
in the bush. 
They are a nomadic race, 
following the course of 
the 
seasons as 
unerringly 
as the 
birds. 
Beginning 
their operations in the North, where the 
spring comes on earliest, they follow the 
sun southward from station to station, 
until the closing season finds them com- 
pleting work in the stations nearest the 
sea. 
\Vork for three months is brisk, 
and 
thousands of men find ready 
and 
lucrative employment. 
Some stations 
carry over 300,000 
sheep, and employ 
hundreds of men, who,in the brief period 
of 
their 
engagement, 
acquire money 
enough to carry them through the rest 
of the year in 
a condition 
of elegant 
leisure. 
Comparatively few 
of 
the 
shearers, however,make a frugal or com- 
mendable use of their money. 
After the 
arduous labor of the shearing sheds, the 
mind of man naturally turns to means of 
recreation. 
In the 
bush 
these means 
are practically restricted to the "pubs," 
as the hotels or 
public houses are 
in- 
variably called in Australia. 
These in- 
stitutions usually consist of a bar exclu- 
sively, it evidently being considered that 
the wants of the traveling 
public are 
sulMcicntjy met by plentiful supply of ' 
whisky and giu. 
The regular course of 
procedure with old and seasoned shear- 
ers is to resort 
to the 
nearest of these 
establishments, hand over their 
checks 
—often amounting to more than iilOO— 


grudgingly in the shape of supper and 
breakfast and a bunk in the station out- 
house over nieht, the owners well know- 
ing that refusal would probably be fol- 
lowed by the tiring of their barns or the 
slaughter of the fattest sheep m some dis- 
tant '«paddock," this word being ap- 
plied in Australia to any field, whatever 
its dimensions, instead of signifying a 
restricted enclosure, as in England. 


There is no more carelcss, irresponsi- 
ble, jovial chap than vour shearer in 
Australia, and 
through his system of 
modest blackmail upon 
sheep owners 
manages, in spite of 
chronic 
impe- 
cuniosity, to pass a comfortable time be- 
tween seasons, and to come up fat and 
smiling for employment the moment the 
sheds are opened for work. 
He forms 
something of a burden upon station own- 
ers, however, one of whom has informed 
me that he has to entertain some six 
hundred of his kind annually. 


In striking contrast with the life of 
the 
free and 
independent 
vagabond 
shearer is that of the small bush iarmer. 
Few states of existence could be harder 
or less desirable—what with struggle to 
subdue the iron-like iorests; 
to erect 
buildings 
with unassisted hands from 
materials which he himself may have 
hewed out of stubborn logs or dragged 
with 
slow teams from a railroad a hun- 
dred miles away; to gather his crops with 
the costly and unsatisfactory labor which 
is afforded by wandering 
"swagsinen," 
a class of tramp? who are to the shearers 
what canaille are in aristocracy, and who 
are fully impressed with the principle 
which seems to animate all classes of 
laboring men in the colonies, viz., to 
make a bargain, and then, when the work 
is half done and likely to be ruined if 
neglected, to raise their price and quit 
work unless their demands are acceded 
to. 
The life of our wes'^ern pioneers is 
dyllic when compared with that of the 
Australian bush iarmers; happy are they 
who have a large lamily of stout boys and 
girls to assist them in their 
struggles. 
Those who are thus independent of irre- 
sponsible 
tramp 
labor 
usually 
make 
success out of their unfavorable surround- 
ings, %vhile others 
lead 
a 
precarious 
existence or fail altogether.

ing season begins. 


Throughout the year 
these dissolute 
characters may be seen wandering about 
the country, rough of clothing andman- 
iner, uncouth of speech, shambling along 
iwith hat slouched over their eyes ami 
.short black pipe in mouth, their "swag," 
,composed of a blanket rolled 
up with | 
such scraps of food as they may possess, 
tied over their back with a string, and , 
•the inevitable "billy," 
or tin 
pail 
in ' 
^vhich to make tea, carried in their hand, 
• Occasicually one comes across a couple or 
itrio of them squatting about a iire, over 
which mutton is roasting and tea boiling, 
'While the "damj)cr" of Hour mixed with 
iwater lies baking upon the coals. 
They 
are civil enougli, though rough in man- 
.ner, and for the stranger wJiom 
they 
.accost to refuse to alight from his horse 
and take a pannikin of tea with them is 
a breach of good breeding which is like- 
ly to be commented upon 
by the gang 
in language 
which includes his eyes, 
liver, und other ufjeful organs in general 
and eternal condemnation, 
Not a few 
of them are men 
who 
have 
enjoyed a 
good education and 
early social ]jnvi- 
legea in the **old country," and who, 
,having been disappointed in obtaining 
¡.in this new and'practical land the posi- 
^tions for which 
they were fitted, have 
^gradually passed slowly down the scale 
'of employment, and found bottom at last 
in the great army 
of 
shearer-tramps, 
Z'rouseabouts," and "sundowners." 


The names above furnish us with some 
additional gems from the inexhaustible 
mine of the Australian bush vernacular. 
^'Kouseabouts" are those who collect, 
.dip and wash 
tiie slieep at sheariog 
time, and generally carry on the miscel- 
laneous work of the station at this im- 
portant juncture, 
»'»Sundowner" is but 
another name for tramp, and is applied 
'to the wandering shearer out of work 
from the cleverness with which he times 
bis movements so os to arrive at a sta- 
tion at or about sunset.

The orders in 
themselves are of no great import- 
ance, except as showing that a new 
use has been found for a certain kind 
of California redwood, and that this 
is only the beginning .of au export 
trade which may develop into some- 
thing worth looking after. 


What becomes of the load ¡Pencils is 
almost as much of a problem as what 
becomes of tho ¡jins. 
Millions of 
pencils are used and lost and thrown 
awAy and disappear every year, and 
the demand increases constantly in- 
stead of diminishing, 
Ot late years 
Russia has begun to make use of Jien 
vast deposits of plumbago in the man- 
ufacture of lead pencils, and while as 
yet the Russian pencils have not taken 
rank with the best load peacils of 
other Nations, the output is on the in- 
crease and the quality is sure to im- 
prove. 


The wood which holds and encases 
the lead is an important ¡^art of the 
Ijencil. It must be soft in order to be 
sharpened easily, and yet it must not 
bo ^brittle or cross-grained. 
Cedar is 
the favorite wood for pencils, but the 
Russians evidently believe our moun- 
tain redwood equally available, ns is 
seen by their demand for it. 
The 
supply of Florida cedar being limited 
has compelled a search for a substi- 
tute, 
and our 
mountain 
redwood 
stands high up in the second rank. 


Redwood has already come 
into 
favor for other purposes, 
it is used 
very largely as au ornamental wood, 
especially the knotty and curly va- 
riety, If to this we can add the export 
of the straight-grained wood, even foi 
making lead pencils in Russia and Pu 
land, we may congratulate uurbelvos 
upon the opening of a new avenue of 
industry which may broaden and ex- 
pand in thu future.

A matter of interest to âll towns of 
the State was whether the borough po 
lice had a right to arrest anyone out- 
side of the limits of the town.

The bill abolishing days of grace on 
promissary notes has been signed by 
Governor Hastings and becomes a law. 
The law only affects notes given after 
the law was signed, as the legislature 
could not change the character of out 
standing contracts by cutting off three 
days of their life. 
Hereafter, however, 
there will be no more days of grace 
and sixty days will mean sixty days 
only. 
There will be no trouble expe* 
rienced by the change after people be- 
come accustomed to it. 


A young farmer of New York State 
possesses a peculiar breed of poultry.

Uncle Sam has heretofore manifest- 
ed in various ways bis lively interest 
in irrigation, and it behooves him to 
do so still, inasmuch as nearly all the 
desirable land in our public domain is 
already occupied and i^re-empted by 
Hettlcrs, and the only means loft of 
adding to it is by irrigation and by 
conquest. 
Conquest is out 
of 
the 
question, under present circumstances, 
and hence to irrigation alone must be 
look as the sole agency for enlarging 
our habitable territory and providing 
homes for i^rospective settlers. 
But 
this agency, it is confidently believed 
by competent authorities, will be fully 
equal to the emergency. 
The tre- 
mendous benefits of 
irrigation! are 
readily seen when it Is stated that in 
the single State of California 0,000,000 
acres, in Colorado over 5,000,000, and 
in Wyoming 4,0Q0,000 acres of land 
have been recluitaed in the past few 
vears from a condition of utter un- 
productiveness and wortblessness to a 
condition of blossoming richness. The 
soil of those regions was, not long 
ago, wholly arid, but with intelligent 
irrigation it has si^rung into teeming 
vegetable life, and the sole vivifying 
agency 
in the 
transformation 
has 
been water, simply water» 


From present indications it would 
seem that irrigation is to become the 
saving watchword and 
rallying-cry, 
not only in the far West, but in the 
East and South as well. 
To stimulate 
interest in irrigation farming in the 
far West particularly, and elsewhere 
incidentally by reason of 
example, 
Congress last tummer donated 10,000,- 
000 acres of public land to ten diiTer- 
ent States beyond the Eocky Moun- 
tains—1,000,000 to each State-the 
land to be redeemed from its present 
aridity by State effort aad through 
State laws. 
The States interested are 
Cahfornio, 
Oregon, 
Nevada, 
Wash- 
ington, 
Idaho, Colorado. 
Montana, 
Wyoming and 'the Dakotas, and the 
lands are to be transferred to them 
upon condition that they be irrigated, 
reclaimed and 
occupied within 
the 
next ten years. 
Most of these lands 
lie between slopes of the Kockies or 
upon plateaus or in valleys tributary 
to tbese ranges. Before the donations 
are consummated by the Secretary of 
the Interior, each State must file in 
the General Land Oflice in Washing- 
ton a satisfactory plan showing the 
mode of irrigation contemplated and 
tbo sources whence the water is to be 
got. 


This magnificent grant is likely to 
solve the preliminar}' 
diificulties of 
the desert-land i^roblem, and give a 
great impetus to the irrigation move- 
ment. 
The law making the donation 
is the sequel to a series of ill-devised 
ifleasures enacted previously on tbo 
subject, beginning in ly77. 
The law 


ingly, by subpequent acts tbo lands 
containing reservoir sites wero with- 
drawn from public entry and costly 
investiglntions were made by the Geo- 
logical Survey for data with which to 
prepare aiaps of reservoir sites.

lurtber supplemental acts tbo with- 
drawal provisions wero repealed, but

is to establish a model 
irrigation 
farming colony in some typical desert 
district to demonstrate to the outside 
world by object lesson what can be 
done in agriculture by a single irriga- 
tion community if pro^Derly managed.

and they will probably do it speedily. 
But -whatever plans are adopted the 
approved irrigating methods now suc- 
cessfully followed by individual capi- 
talists and communities in the now re- 
claimed deserts in tho West will doubt-

reservoirs being used to collect and 
save the surface water as it fiows down 
the mountain sides in sprjngtime, and

By these irrigating methods 25,000,- 
000 acres of land.chiefiy in California, 
Colorado, Wyoming, Idaho, Montana, 
Utah and New Mexico have already 
been reclaimed within the past twelve 
years, and a large proportion of the 
irrigating works employed there, cre- 
ated 
by 
American 
engineers, 
will 
stand comparison favorably with any 
others in the 
world. 
No 
better ex- 
ample, for instance, of the value and 
growth of irrigation could be present- 
ed than tbo new develo2)ment of the 
orange and lemon industry of Southern 
California. 
In tbo year 
1S70 there 
were only 45,000 orange and lemon 
trees in the whole gold State. 
Now 
there are 5,000,000, and chiefly in the 
SIX most southerly 
counties. 
Their 
product of oranges and lemons, culti- 
vated-almost entirely by irrigation, 
is enormous and highly prized in the 
market. 
Eabtern peojiie can scarcely 
conceive of Southern 
California ex- 
cept as an orange and lemon raising 
countr}', and yet the early vegetable 
croiJ of that same section, not to men- 
tion its fruits and wines, is even more 
valuable than the orange and lemon 
crop. 


availed of so as to reclaim tbo arid 
surface and render it wonderfully pro- 
ductive. 
Under all these lands what 
is known as ''sheet water" is suspend- 
ed below tho soil in a succession of 
subterranean lake beds, like a series 
of huge sponges, and in tbese beds the 
lost, imbibed and percolated rainfall 
is stored or flows slowly through un- 
derlying layers of sand and gravel 
grit above impervious strata. 
This is

This "underflow" is the key to the 
reclamation of the Great Plains. 
By 
recovering it, and in conjunction with 
that,

the prevention of prairie fires, this 
whole empire, it is contended by ex- 
perts, can be converted into a verita- 
ble garden of gigantic proportions, 
capable of sustaining a dense, instead 
of as now, a sparse population.

posed to recover by mechanical means 
hoisting 
machinery, 
pumps 
and 


cient as civilization and originating 
probably in the cradle of man—Asia 
Minor—irrigation has been the sourco 
of 
untold 
wealth 
from 
prehistoric 
times. 
It 
has been practiced 
un- 
brokenly in India and China for un- 
numbered centuries. 
Tho 
Romans 
adopted it from tho East and trans- 
ported it into Italy and tbo south of 
France. 
The Arabs and Moors intro- 
duced it into Spain and the Spaniards 
brought it with their 
conquests to 
Sj^anish 
America, 
Since 
ancient 
times, however, tho art of irrigation 
has remained practically stationary, 
whereas almost everything else has 
been revolutionized 
by 
civilization 
and progress. 
Our own practice of it 
is relatively in its tender infancy. 
Wo have much to learn from the an- 
cients and from the East Indians aHd 
Chinese of to-day in tho matter of 
economizing water, in utilizing river 
silt, in tho 
mysteries 
of 
aerat ion, 
meteorology and geological chemistry.

Knorniotis Pendulums. 


The only strurturos iu Japan which 
seem to be earthquake proof are the 
pagodas, which are crectod boforo the 
temples. There are 
many 
pagodas 
which are seven or eight hundred 
old and as solid as when first 
built 
There Is a reason for this, and 
It lies in tholr construction. 
A pa- 
foda is practically a framework of 
heavy timbers which start from a 
wide base, and Is in Itself a substan- 
tial structure, but It is rendered still 
more stable by a peculiar device. 
In- 
side the framework and 
suspended 
from the apex is a long, heavy balk 
of timber two feet thick or more. 
This 
hangs from one end, and to the other 
end are bolted» at each of tlie four 
sides, four more heavy timbers, and 
If the pagoda be very lofty still more 
timbers are added on to these. 
The 
whole forms an enormous pendulum 
which reaches to within six inches 
of the ground. When the shock of 
an earthquake rocks the pagoda the 
pendulum swings in unison and keeps 
the center of gravity always at the 
base of the framework. 
Consequent- 
ly. the equilibrium of the pagoda is 
never disturbed, and this is the ex- 
planation of the great age of many of 
them, when from their height one 
would suppose them to be peculiarly 
euKceptlble to the effect of an earth- 
quake.

Will ITurl oOO Pounds of Kxplosivo 
AVIth 
Doaaiy 
Aceunvoy—Horrible 
Havoc of This Marvel of Ordtiaiioe. 
¥ 


AXTM, the giinmalvor, and 
Dr. Schupphans, tho gun- 
powdor expert, bnve just 
invented a new cannon and 
torpedo powder "wliioli will knock 
all 
modern war vessels to pieces like egg- 
shells. 
This big gun will 
throw a 
huge cannon ball full of explosives ten 
miles, and where it- strikes 
it 
will 
smash into kindling wood 
everything 
within hundreds of feet. 


In fact, this new terror doesn't even 
have to hit a warship to do this. 
If 
the shot lauds iu tho water near by it 
will sink the ship and stun everybody 
on board from tho force of the explo- 
sion. 


The discovery is called "tho Maxim- 
Schupphaiis system of throwing aerial 
torpedoes from guns by means of a 
special powder which starts the pro- 
jectiles with a low pressure and in- 
creases its velocity by keeping 
the 
pressures well up throughout tho whole 
length of the gun." 
Patents on the 
system have been taken out in the 
United States and European countries. 


Tho special powder 
employed 
is 
almost pure gun cotton, compounded 
with such a small per cent, 
of nitro- 
glycerine as to possess uono of 
the 
disadvantages of nitro-glycerino pow- 
ders, and preserved from decomposi- 
tion through a slight admixture of 
urea. 
It is perfectly safe to handle, 
and can be beaten with a heavy ham- 
mer on an anvil without exploding. 


This new death dealing jDowder has 
been iired in field guns and in the 
heavy coast defense rifles at 
Sandy 
Hook with surprising results. 
From 
a ten-inch gun, loaded with 128 pounds 
01 this powder, a piojectile 
weighing 
571 pounds was thrown eight miles 
out to sea. 


To test the efficiency of the system 
in torpedo service tho inventors con- 
structed a gun on a new model. 
The 
gun was of four-inch calibre and threw 
projectiles weighing iifty pounds, con- 
taining nitro-gelatine or Maxamite, a 
new, high explosive invented by Mr. 
Maxim, nearly as powerful as nitro- 
gelatine, and safer to handle. 
The 
damage done was confined to a sand- 
bank in tho neighborhood 
of their 
works, but even with so small a pro- 
jectile sand was thrown as high as n 
j church steeple. 
The record oE jDres- 
sures and velocities was fully as good 
as that at Snndy Hook. 


To test by a large gun the actual de- 
structive work of 
this new poAvder 
ivould 
be impossible 
in a civilized 
community. The force of tho high ex- 
plosive thrown would be too great. It 
would be necessiir;»' to withdraw to the 
Great Sahara Desert, the wilds of Si- 
beria or some equally unfrequented 
locality in order 
to see just 
what 
would hapi^en if 500 pounds of ex- 
plosive would hit something. Even in 
Sahara some wandering caravan or ex- 
plorintr party thirty or forty miles ofi 
might be missing after the discharge. 


The big gun which Messrs. 
Maxim 
and Schupphaus propose to construct 
will be a twenty-inch gun especially 
adapted for coast defense. 
This guu 
will show some peculiarities. 
It will 
not be Duilt up, that is, composed of 
many pieces of &teel bound together, 
but will consist of a single thin steel 
tube about thirty feet long,'with walls 
not over two inches in thickness, 
in 
marked contrast with the 
mortars 
whoso walls are made eight or ten in- 
ches thick in order to resist the pres- 
sure of the discharge. 
The recoil of 
the gun will be oifdet by hydraulic 
buffers underneath containing water | 
and oil. 


When the gun is fired some of this 
oil and water will be displaced by the 
shock and will rise into side-chambers. 
The entrance of the water and oil into 
the chambers will so compress the air 
in them that on the cessation of the 
recoil the air will force tho water and 
oil back into the buffers and the gun 
will again be in ¡josition for liring. 
On account of the simplicity of its 
confitruction and the lightnes3 of its 
walls this gun will not be expensive to 
Ifuild. 


A twenty-inch gun of this 
type, 
using the new 
powder, 
could 
be 
planted at the entrance of New York 
Harbor, either in Fort Wasaington or 
Fort Wadsworth 
and command the 
entire sea for a radius of ten miles. 
Ho uniforna are the pressures 
and 
velocities obtained that a wonderful 
accuracy of iire is possible. 
It would 
only be necessary to train the gun 
upon any ship sighted by the range- 
linder within this radius to insure its 
complete destruction. 


The quantity of explosive 
thrown 
would be Buiiioient to sink a maa-of- 
war if the projectile exploded lu the 
water within Iifty feet of its side. 
At 
one hundred and Iifty feet the con- 
cussion of a live hundred pound pro- 
jectile would be severe enough 
to 
cause dangerous leaks and disable a 
ship. 
Equally 
fatal 
consequences 
would ensue if one of these great pro- 
jectiles struck any jjarl of the super- 
structure of a ship and 
exploded. 
No man-of-war ever built could with- 
stand such a shock. 
Its sides would 
be instantly disrupted and it would 
sink A broken mp.ss into the waves. 
The explosion of one of these huge 


pfojoctiles under water in x^roximity 
to a man-of-war would be equally dis- 
astrous, for thö water being a uniform 
body, the force of 
tho 
concussion 
would bo the same in all directions 
and would strike tho side of tho ship 
like a catapult. 


This system of throwing projectiles 
is just 
as efficacious on 
shipboard 
against coast fortifications or other 
vessels at sea. 
It is not hard to pre- 
dict what would happen. 
A niau-of- 
war armod with these guns would bo 
lord of the sea, for it could sink any 
ship, wood or steel,^-almost as soon as 
sighted, and at a distance beyond the 
reach of the heaviest guns now afl <at. 
The stronaest armored ships would be 
crushed 
like egg 
shells 'before tho 
terrilio fire, and tho sea would fast 
swallow up the noble steel 
cruisora 
that it has cost tho Nations so much 
to perfect. 


Tho steel turreted forts which it is 
proposed to erect on Römer Shoals at 
the entrance to New York 
Harbor, 
commantling all tho channels, would 
not bo invulnerable to one of those 
guns at seven miles range. No founda- 
tion 
could be built at the present 
stage of the military art strong enough 
to resist the explosive force of five 
hundred pounds 
of 
nitro-golatine. 
Every gun would be dismantled, and 
every man killed by the shock. 
The 
history of war, like the history o£ 
evolution in nature, shows that uttack 
is alwavs ahead of defense. 
t» 


Imagine the fearful execution that 
would be caused by one of these man- 
made 
meteors 
iu case of bomlmrd- 
ment. 
A hostile ship carrying this 
system could lie beyond the Narrows 
and discharge a projectile into the 
lower portion of New York City do- 
ing millions of dollars' worth of iliun* 
age, blotting out thousands of lives 
au'l leaving.a yawning crater where 
the explosion occurred. 
Tho mere 
thought of the carnaa:e would malin a 
demon shiver. 
No Nation menac- 1 by 
such a calamity could afford to stand 
on ceremony in the adjustment of in- 
ternational questions. 
Wars 
would 
consist of one shot, if they were ever 
entered into at all, and it' but one of 
these earth-shaking 
projectiles ever 
fell within a great and populous city 
war would be banished from tho earth 
as something too frightful, too Sa- 
tanic to be contemplated.—New York 
World,

K a r a c h o . 


In Its simplest form, oarachc Is an In- 
flammaitiou of tho cxterunl part of tlio 
cnr. In! other cases the internal ear is 
attaoki-iil. and tho disease takes on a 
much nfore serious character. 


When an oarache is long continued, 
or tho inflammalion Is especially 
so- 
Tore, no time should be lost in spoking 
the advice of some oxcollont physician 
or specialist. 
Scrofulous children are 
most liable to affections of the inner 
ear. 


An oarache may start from a variety 
or causes, IlUe a coiiootlou of wax in 
the ear, or tho introduction of somo ir- 
ritating substance. It somotlmos arise» 
from extension of Inflammation in tho 
throat, as in sea riot fover and moaslos. 
Dililcult toothing Is said to bo not infro- 
quently a causo, ospooially whon that 
process is unusually protracted. 
Tho 
most prolific cause,however, Is undoubt- 
edly cold. 


Inflammation of the oar Is usually 
accompanied by tho symptom which 
givos the affection its namo, but it is 
sometimes hard to distiniiuish the na- 
ture of tho trouble In tho case of young 
Infants who are unable to do anything 
but cry and toss Incessantly. 
A closo 
examination of tho oar, however, will 
usually revoal a slight redness, espe- 
cially of tho canal, nnd on pressure 
there will be found extreme sensitive- 
ness. 


The first point In the troatmont of 
earache Is to romovo, if possible, tho 
cause of tho Inflamatlon. Should there 
be a collection of wax in tho ear 
it 
should bo softonod by a drop or two of 
oil or by Injoctions of warm water or 
milk, and thou removed. 
Tho infiainmation may thon be direct- 
ly attacked by placing hot 
flannels, 
either wet or dry, over tho orifice of 
the ear. 
If the pain is vory severe, 
what is known as a laudanum fomonta- 
tion may bo applied. 
This is nado by 
wringing a flannol out of boiling water 
and turning a litclo laudanum over the 
surface of 
the cloth, which Is thon 
placed over the ear and allowed 
to 
Btoain. 


Injections of hot wator may also be 
made directly Into tho oar. great-care 
being takon not to force tlie liquid 
too abruptly. 


If thoro is a discharge from tho ear, 
a mild solution of carbolic acid or bo- 
rax should be usod every day until it 
ceases. 
The usual duration of a case 
of inflammation of the oar is from two 
to three weeks. -Youth's Companion.
